HE increasing national importance 

of shipbuilding today is evident 

not only in shipyards but also in 
libraries. Perhaps never before have so 
many requests been received for informa- 
tion and for lists of books concerning 
naval architecture, practical shipbuilding, 
marine engines, and allied subjects. This 
selected bibliography has been compiled 
to meet that demand. 

This study has been limited to books 
and pamphlets in the English language 
concerned primarily with the scientific, 
technical, and practical aspects of ship- 
building and related subjects. Excellent 
other works in foreign tongues are or 
were available, and numerous public doc- 
uments discuss certain phases of the 
industry. For the most part, however, 
reference to all such publications has been 
omitted since so many of them are either 
no longer obtainable or relate to economic, 
financial and social aspects of shipbuild- 
ing. References to the periodical literature 
have likewise been excluded since these 
can usually readily be obtained by con- 
sulting such universal bibliographic tools 
as the Industrial Art Index and the Engi- 
neering Index. 

A survey of such literature has resulted 
in the conclusion that few practical books 


concerned solely with practical shipbuild- 
ing exist. For this reason, some books 
related only indirectly to shipyard prac- 
tices and occupations have been men- 
tioned. It has been the aim of the compiler 
to list as many references as could be 
found on occupations connected with ship- 
building. Emphasis has been placed upon 
practical and recent books. References 
earlier than 1917 have been excluded; 
about 80 per cent of the books have been 
published since 1925. American titles and 
publishers have been mentioned wherever 
possible and only the latest editions and 
prices have been given. All titles known 
definitely to be out of print have been so 
designated. The bibliography doubtless 
contains additional references no longer 
obtainable from the original publishers. 
A list of pertinent books scheduled for 
early publication has been appended to 
this supplement.
